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WJUL celebrates 50 years 



WJUL’s future of webcasting is also 
in question

On Saturday. November 2, UML's radio 
station, WJUL 91 .5, celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary of radio broadcasting. The 
celebration was held at the Radisson 
Hotel in Tewksbury. 

The e\ent included a discussion about 
the hiNton of the radio station. The 
founder of WJUL, Edward Bonacci, was 
on hand to speak and to recieve an award 
for his accomplishments. Bonacci gradu¬ 
ated in 1954 w ith a degree in Textile 
Engineering. According to the history 
book of UMass Lowell, To Enrich and To 
Ser\t E\erett Olsen, who was a high- 
ranking UMass administrator at the time, 
helped Bonacci establish the radio sta¬ 
tion. Olsen was able to provide the elec¬ 
tronic equipment that was used to put 
together the studio. The first campus 
radio station was originally called WLT1 
A.M. WJUL’s current General Manager. 
_Nate Walsh, stresses that for all of the 
Tlffy’years since then, the station has been 
one hundred percent student run. 

There was also an award given to 
WJUL DJ, Wayne Braverman, for having 
the oldest running radio show. 
Braverman's program. Old Time Theatre, 
has been running since 1975. The show 
plays audio clips from news and enter¬ 


tainment programs that 
document history. 

Braverman's show is on 
every Sunday night from 
6 to 10 PM. 

WJUL also recently 
discontinued broadcast¬ 
ing radio programs 
online because of new 
regulations passed by 
Congress regarding roy¬ 
alty fees. North Carolina 
Senator. Jesse Helms 
advocated the new law. 

The law requires WJUL 
to pay large amounts of 
money to broadcast over 
the Internet. The News 
Director of WJUL, 

Steve Athanas, said that 
WJUL decided to stop 
web-casting because.

there was not a large 

enough online audience.” 

On Thursday, November 14, the Senate 
and House passed a new bill that allows 
broadcasters to work out a “voluntary 
agreement” with the record industry. This 
“voluntary agreement" can allow the 
involved parties to negotiate the fees that 
radio stations will have to pay to broad¬ 


cast online. According to _ 

www.Kurthanson.com .“The bill was 

actively supported by virtually all players 
on both sides of the debate this year, 
including the record industry, artist repre¬ 
sentatives, large webcasters, small web- 
casters, and college radio stations." Both 
the new bill and the old bill were advo¬ 
cated by Helms. The bill is currently 


awaiting President BusJfssignature. 

According to Tami Piatti. Program 

Director of WJUL. this new bill may 
allow WJUL to escape the expensive 

broadcasting fees because WJUL is a 
nonprofit organization. It has yet to be 
determined if WJUL will broadcast 
online again. 


Hunger banquet teaches students a lesson

How would you like to eat a 
bowl of rice and cup of water 


as your main meal? 

On Thursday, Nov. 14, stu¬ 
dents from UMass Lowell were 
able to experience just that. 
Twenty-four ladies from a local 


chapter of Alpha Sigma Tau, a 
sorority not recognized by the 
University, hosted the event. 

Oxfam America is an interna¬ 
tional development organiza¬ 


tion dedicated to creating last¬ 
ing solutions to hunger, poverty 
and social injustice around the 
world. 

Oxfam provides financial, 
technical and networking 
assistance to grassroots groups 
to support their self-help com¬ 
munity development initia¬ 
tives. Oxfam also advocates 
among national and interna¬ 
tional policy-makers, suggest¬ 
ing humane public policies 
that address structural impedi¬ 
ments to ending poverty and 
hunger. 

The evening consisted of a 
dinner lottery. Each ticket 
holder was randomly assigned 
a seat in a high, middle, or 
low economic group. Each 
group represented the distribu¬ 
tion of food through out the 
world. The three different eco¬ 
nomic classes were then fed 
accordingly. 

Although the world can pro¬ 
duce enough food to provide 
each person with 2,720 kilo¬ 


calories a day, billions of peo¬ 
ple do not have the land to 
grow or income to purchase 
sufficient food. 

Jessica Stepney was the 
emcee of the evening. She 
demonstrated how the choices 
people make in life affect the 
different social classes all 
over the world. Six people 
were chosen from the middle 
economic class and switched 
with six from the lower eco¬ 
nomic class. 

Speakers rounded off the 
evening. Deb Chausse from a 
local food pantry spoke about 
her own experience with being 
homeless and without food, 
and the work she now does 
with the food pantry. Judy 
Tivano, recent director of M/A- 
Com Food Share, discussed the 
program that the company 
sponsors. M/A-Com delivers 
groceries to low-income elderly 
and disabled people via the

Nothing starting that night and 
several other performances will 
take place throughout the week¬ 
end. Two UMass Lowell River 
Hawk hockey games will be tak¬ 
ing place at home that weekend 
as well. 

The office of Student 
Activities is also sponsoring dis¬ 
count tickets to see the Boston 
Ballet’s performance of The 
Nutcracker on Thursday, Dec. 5. 
Student tickets will be $25 and 
the faculty/staff price is $40. 
Tickets are available now at any 
Student Information Center. 


The highlight of the week, 
however, was originally meant 
to be comedian Dave Chappelle 
who would be performing live 
from the Campus Recreation 
Center. Chappelle, well known 
for his role in Robin Hood: Men 
in Tights among other films, was 
originally slated for Friday, Dec. 
6. However, according to Brenda 
Evans, Associate Director of 
Student Activities, as well as 
members of the Activities 
Commission, Chappelle won't 
be able to make that date. The 
Activities Commission is look¬ 
ing into rescheduling his per¬ 
formance. 

Even so, the week looks to be 
one of the biggest co-sponsored 
student events in several years. 


Taking part are such organiza¬ 
tions as the Leadership Advisory 
Council, Residence Hall 
Association, Activities 
Commission, Spectrum, the Off- 
Broadway Players, and the 
Connector.

Mobile Food Pantry. Tivano stressed the need for the mobile 
unit because some people are unable to leave their homes and 
go to other food pantries. The Mobile Food Pantry serves the 
greater Lowell area. 

Dorothy Bromage talked about life during the Great 
Depression. She wanted people to realize the effects of the 
depression on her to this day. Bromage still finds it hard to 
resist buying items and saves as much as she can. Her family 
was middle class, and them too ended up in the soup kitchens, 
along with family from the upper class as well. 

Rev. Imogene Stulken of the UMass Lowell Campus min¬ 
istry mentioned the work she does with the Habitat for 
Humanity. Rev. Stulken talked about the petition she has to 
end homelessness. She is trying to get as many people as pos¬ 
sible to sign it, so the people of Massachusetts can get a seat 
in the Governer’s office to speak about it. Until enough signa¬ 
tures are obtained the issue cannot be discussed. 

The evening was a success for the group. 

“We had just under 150 people to attend,” said Stepney. 
“The hunger banquet had been done in the mid-nineties, but 
on a much smaller scale, about fifty people.” 

Stepney was excited about how well the evening went. She 
wanted to thank Aramark for donating all the food.

University of California at San Diego 

Quincy Troupe, an award winning poet and professor at the 
University of California at San Diego, informed University offi¬ 
cials that he lied on his application about having received a col¬ 
lege degree. Troupe, who was also named poet laureate for 
California, was approached by state officials about the discrepan¬ 
cy in his application and resigned from his poet laureate position. 
The University’s officials are still trying to decide how to handle 
this situation. 

Furman University and Alfred University 

Admission s offici als at Furma n University and Al fred Universit 
have found a new way to lure students to their campuses: online 
diaries. Last year, six freshmen at Furman, in South Carolina, 
were tapped to start online journals linked to the admissions web 
page that potential students and their families could follow 
throughout the year. This year the diary Web page is averaging 
10,000 hits a week. Furman’s program came to the attention of 
Alfred officials, who liked the idea. At each institution, six fresh¬ 
men post regular updates on tough new courses, developing 
friendships, getting lost on the campus, and parties. The students 
are given digital cameras, which they get to keep, to add photo¬ 
graphs to the sites. Each Furman student also receives a $1,000 
bookstore voucher. 

Wesleyan University 

President Douglas J. Bennet declared an indefinite freeze on 
chalkings, the comments that students scribble in chalk on col¬ 
lege sidewalks, last month at the Connecticut institution. 
According to the Bennet, the tone of the comments had become 
increasingly disrespectful. Faculty members, for example, were 
frequent targets of obscenities and sexual and racial slurs. Last 
year, animal-rights chalkings likened eating meat to murder and 
drinking dairy to rape.

The article printed in the Sept. 28, 1989 issue of the 
Commtctor reports on the previous fallibility of 
Concordia and South (now Sheehy) Halls’ fire alarm 
>} Cher a period of a little over two weeks, resi- 
jer.: <_oents were forced to evacuate the building a 
local of nine times. 

According to then Concordia Resident Director Christ 
C>t. the problems were generally caused by failures in 
sprinkler system, which could trip the alarm, as well 

failures in the alarm system itself. Additionally, one 
failure was caused by a power loss to the entire area sur¬ 
rounding South Campus. Because there was no human 
involvement in setting off the alarms, the failures were 
quite random, sometimes alarming at 3:30 in the mom- 
-ng. while other times, the alarm went off slightly more 
conveniently in the afternoon. 

The University took the opportunity to examine fire 
safety to resident students, stressing that although the 
alarms are annoying, they needed to be treated with the 
Name re>pect you would give, if you knew it was real 
fire, because the possibility always exists.

Chief Fred Fahey reinforced this idea, by 
reminding the student population that 
each occurrence was treated as a real fire 
from the Fire Department, and every 
effort was made to be at the scene as 
quickly as possible. 

Students, including Residence Life 
Staff members were advocating that the 
University needed to take the necessary 
corrective action as quickly as possible, 
however University officials, including 
Safety Officer Richard Lamoine noted 
that while every effort is being made to 
correct the situation immediately, the 
problem wasn't as simple as throwing a 
switch. The alarms were being caused 
by an over-sensitive system that needed 
adjustments, and until the alarms 
stopped needlessly going off, there 
would be no way to tell the problem had 
been solved, meaning trial and error would be the only 
way to help matters. 

Dean Ellen Duggan went on the record as saying that 
the root of the problem was likely that the system was

It’s that time of year again for ski resorts and skiers alike to start 
preparing for the upcoming season. This is going to be the first in a 

series of articles that will be printed discussing some basic training 

tips as well as conditions at some of the top and hottest ski resorts 
in the Northeast. 

Whether you are new to the sport of skiing or a seasoned pro, you 
have probably realized how essential your fitness level is. There are 
five basic components to ski fitness that are necessary for better ski¬ 
ing and less injuries: Flexibility, Balance and Coordination, 
Strength, Speed, and Endurance. 

The first component of pre-season training that I am going to dis¬ 
cuss is flexibility. In the fifteen years 1 have been skiing I feel that 
this season will be my best because I have prepared for it. Being 
compared to a box turtle as far as one's flexibility is not a good 
thing, so let’s make sure that doesn't happen to you! Flexibility 
training regimes should focus on hip flexors, hamstrings, trunk flex¬ 
ibility, and calves. The best thing that one can do in the preseason is 
establishing a stretching program. If you are of the undisciplined lot 
then enroll in a yoga or stretching class to loosen up (Campus Rec. 
Center offers these). This will help motivate and guide you toward 
proper technique. For those self-motivated and familiar with your 
way around a gym concentrate on hip flexibility, hamstrings, trunk 
flexibility, and calves.

Just 
because at UML Tuesday is Monday at their second college or 
university Tuesday is Tuesday. The professor therefore has to 
cancel class. My journalism teacher stood before our class 
apologetically that she could not be two places at once.

West Bank and Gaza Strip. Spokesman for 
these groups have stated on repeated occa¬ 
sions that their goal is not only the establish¬ 
ment of a “Palestinian" state, but the com¬ 
plete destruction of Israel. 

I do not believe that the support of the 
United States for Israel is what is the cause 
for the antagonistic attitudes of many of 
those in the Arab world for the West. What is 
the cause of this antagonism is what the 
United States and Israel stand for to those in 
power in the Arab world.

Project, headed by Moses Kaufman, traveled 
to Laramie, Wyoming in order to interview 
townspeople about the horrible assault 
Matthew endured on October 6,1998. 

In the course of a year they would make six 
pilgrimages to Laramie, gathering nearly 200 
interviews. The result of these excursions 
yielded the now famous Laramie Project , 
which opened at UMass Lowell on Thursday, 
Nov. 14 to a sold-out Mahoney Auditorium. 

The show’s cast of 20 was assembled from 
UMass Lowell’s Off Broadway Players and 
augmented by Middlesex Community 
College students. The show was co-spon- 
sored by the Centers for Diversity and 
Pluralism, the Psychology Department, and 
the Spectrum. 

Tectonic set out with the aim of discover¬ 
ing what kinds of people live in Laramie and 
how the murder of this young college student 
affected their lives. They strived to give the 
townspeople dignity while not compromising 
the accuracy of their interviews. This was the 
most crucial aspect of the play. 

The characters in the play are real towns¬ 
people, not ficticious. The actors playing 
these roles did not forget this fact. They gave 
honest, open and at some points, chilling per¬ 
formances. 


Nicholas Schenks' portrayal of Aaron 
McKinney (one of Shepard's killers) during 
his confession of the events that occurred on 
the night of the murder was truly remarkable. 
William McGregor’s depiction of Doc 
O'Conner brought a touch of humor to the 
show, while Willy Ramirez gave the most 
moving monologue of the show as Matthew’s 
father, in court, sparing the life of McKinney. 

The decision to isolate each actor with a 
pin spot (spotlight) as he or she spoke was 
appropriate so as to give each “resident” of 
Laramie the opportunity to tell their story. 
Being that pin spots are seldom used to dic¬ 
tate the entire direction of any play, the actors 
at times found it difficult to center them¬ 
selves within them. Technical difficulties 
notwithstanding, the players managed to find 
the inner light of each character and illumi¬ 
nated them with their talent. 

The Laramie Project is about people. And 
as such, the complexity of their individual 
personas is what is most difficult to emulate 
in any realm, especially theater. But by pay¬ 
ing close attention to the subtleties of those 
they represented, the cast gave respect to 
those of Laramie, Wyoming who willingly 
shared their illuminating experiences sur¬ 
rounding a despicable act of hate. 


Suspect Device at Evos Arts Institute

I had the pleasure of being able to inter¬ 
view the band’s lead singer and guitarist, 
Jason Bennett. Suspect Device is playing the 
Evos Arts Institute in downtown Lowell on 
Friday, Nov. 22. 

Your influences aren V just straight up punk 
on the disc; where did you absorb all of the 
different styles from ? 

Jason Bennett: My parents always had a 
really big record collection, everything from 
Rock ‘n* Roll and Folk, to Rhythm and Blues 
and Soul: but they liked the really gritty, 
aggressive stuff. When I was really little I 
would rather play the seven inches than 
watch T.V. When punk first started coming 
out in the 70s they liked that too. I just didn’t 
realize that there was a difference when I was 
young, like five and six, it was all the same 
stuff to me. 

As a band, what do you hope to accomlish? 

I'd say for now we want to keep getting out 


and playing for people, putting on good 
shows that affect people and have an impact 

on them. Part of the way we approach things 
is that a live show is more about people going 
out to have a good time and being enter¬ 
tained—it’s a physical experience but you get 
the point we’re making on a visceral level. 

How did your relationship come about with 
producer Mark Tanzer? 

Mark approached us, actually. Our manag¬ 
er had a hand-screened poster we had done 
on her desk at her old day job. Mark was 
working there as well and saw it and asked to 
hear our demo. He came and saw us live and 
told us he was interested in working with us 
on a CD, and 
wanted to sit 
down to meet 
everybody. All of 
us got together 
and liked the idea 
of working 
together, we got 
along well and I 
think he was as 
excited about 
working with us 
as we were with 
working with 


him. 

You *ve had some time to absorb the 

crowd's reaction to the CD and shows since 
the album has come out. How has the crowd 
reactions been compared to your expecta¬ 
tions? 

The reaction has been great! It's been a 
very positive response, and I always hope 
people will like what I do, as I'm sure every 
band does. I knew we made a good CD but I 
didn’t anticipate people’s desire to jump on 
stage with us as much as they do! People 
have all been singing along and every time 
there seems to be a bigger crowd than the last 
time.

Caught in Good 
Charlotte’s web

The rags to riches story of Good 
Charlotte reads like an adventure novel: 
four ordinary guys from NValdorf. Maryland 

j clcn ILL ne ^ tojnake it big, write music 
from experience, and w ind up on MTV. 

The word inspiration has become syn¬ 
onymous with Good Charlotte, a band ded¬ 
icated to their message and to their fans. 
Even the bitter cold and biting wind on the 
night of Thursday, Nov. 14 could not keep 
thousands of dedicated fans from lining up 
(some, six hours early) to see Good 
Charlotte perform live at Lupo’s 
Heartbreak Hotel in Providence. 

California-based bands Home Grown 
and the Halo Friendlies started the show off 
right with raw pop-punk anthems that got 
the crowd jumping. The Halo Friendlies, an 
all-girl lineup, worked the stage like pros 
with their catchy, yet bittersweet love tunes 
reminiscent of mid-90s rockers, the 
Donnas. However, the highlight of the 
opening set was Home Grown’s lively 
punk fantasy “Surfer Girl," the quintessen¬ 
tial live song, with its quirky lyrics and 
invitation for audience participation. 

“A New Beginning." the first track off 
Good Charlotte's new disc. The Young and 
the Hopeless . opened up their set. A mix of 
docile melodies combined with crashing 
guitar chords, the track sounds like Snow 
White meets Sid Vicious. However, this is 
the perfect song to introduce a band, which 
encompasses so many different views, both 
musically and personally. 

Following this intro, the band burst into 
“The Anthem,” another new song, which 
shows kids that it’s okay to be different. 
Guitarist Benji Madden tells fans, “You 
aren't in that crowd...you're better than 
that." He wants them to “take pride in 
themselves and say, i don't want to be like 
those kids; I want to be myself.’” 

Taking his owm advice, Benji and the rest 
of the band—twin brother. Joel: guitarist, 
Billy Martin: and bassist. Paul Thomas— 
have combined just the right elements in 
their music and their personalities to cap¬ 
ture their target audience, impressionable 
teens. The music is laden w ith catchy riffs 
and hooks, along with lyrics that most kids 
can relate to. The serious subject matter 


includes divorce, love, suicide, and con¬ 
formity, but remains positive, as it is 
glossed over by upbeat harmonies. 

Through touring and “meet and greets” 
the band has managed to spread their mes¬ 
sage of hope to a younger generation. Says 
Joel, “out of the 300.000 kids who bought 
our first record, we’ve probably met every 
single one of them.” This is no crafty PR 
scheme, but a true fact. 

The show continued on as Good 
Charlotte played more tracks from their 
new album. These included “My Bloody 
Valentine,” a dark tune inspired by Poe’s 
short story, “The Telltale Heart:" “Riot 
Girl," a cheesy ode to the “perfect” punk 
girl: and “Movin’ On,” an inspirational 
ditty about accepting the good with the bad. 

Songs from the band's first album were 
heard as well. These included, “Festival 
Song,” which denounces a “typical" nine- 
to-five existence; “Waldorf Worldwide” 
and “East Coast Anthem,” which both 
showcase the band's hometown pride. 

At the close of the Providence show, Joel 
made sure to thank “each and every fan” 
for buying the new record. He also left the 
audience with words of hope and encour¬ 
agement for the future — great advice from 
four regular guys from rural Maryland, 
armed only with determination and a 
dream.

Football improves from last season

The UMass Lowell football team 
picked up a disappointing loss against 
American International College in their 
final game of the season. Even so, 

UML senior Toby Roy-Oden was able 
to set the school record for career and 
single season all-purpose yards. 

The River Hawks had a difficult 
game ahead of them when they met the 
Yellow Jackets on their home turf last 
Saturday, Nov. 16. For one, AIC was 
coming off of two straight wins in the 
past couple weeks. Their junior quarter¬ 
back, Tom Guy of New Jersey, last 
week was awarded the New England 
Sports Writers Weekly Gold Helmet for 
the third time in his career. Guy is 
ranked number 13 in the country for 
total offense (265.2 yards). 

After a difficult, fighting first half, 

* the River Hawks trailed 7-3. A quick 
attempt to come back came in the form 
of Larry Gardner, who capped off a 12- 
play, 62-yard drive for a touchdown. 
One of those plays allowed Roy-Oden 
to gain 16-yards, pushing his career 
rushing total to over 2,000 yards, set¬ 
ting the previously mentioned record - 
an impressive feat in his last collegiate 
game. 

A couple more touchdowns by AIC 
brought the score to 28-10 during the 
fourth quarter before Lowell got anoth¬ 
er touchdown of their own. Freshman 
quarterback Corey Hetherman confused 
the defense with a pump fake before 
tossing to Framingham native Marquis 
Harris-Tumer, who brought it into the 
end zone. A failed two-point conversion 
brought the score to 28-16, River 
Hawks still trailing. 

The Yellow Jackets weren’t satisfied 


with this, and were able to pull in two 
more touchdowns before the end of the 
game. With a score board that painfully 
read 41-16, the River Hawks walked 
away from American International in 
Springfield, MA to end their season. 

Their 3-7 in-conference season was 
much improved from last season’s 1-9 
record. Even so, high hopes from the 
beginning of the season were dashed 
after some tough losses. This was a 
building year for the River Hawks, as 
relatively new head coach Wally 
Dembowski had his first opportunity to 
recruit for the team this season. With 
any luck, the team will grow even 
more. 

Great successes were had as the sea¬ 
son went on, in no small part due to 
powerful senior Roy-Oden, who cer¬ 
tainly kept the team very strong. It 
seemed like every' week Roy-Oden was 
breaking some personal record or, in 
many cases, a school record. 

A low point of the season, however, 
came from junior quarterback Geoff 
Gardner's leaving the team. Gardner 
didn't show up to practice and so was 
removed from the team. His coveted 
position of starting QB was up for grabs 
after a series of less than stellar per¬ 
formances. Gardner told the Lowell Sun 
that he felt singled out and didn’t like 
competing for the position with the 
other two quarterbacks, both freshmen. 
Unfortunately, Gardner also expressed 
his possible desire to transfer to another 
school for his senior season. Even so. 
his time with the River Hawks has been 
amazing and full of successes, even 
when the team wasn’t getting a victory . 

Whatever happens, consider the Fall 
2002 football season a done deal. The 
team did a decent job, and here's hop¬ 
ing they can do even better next year.

With the experience of last 
year's team and the addition of 
four new freshmen, the Lady 
River Hawks basketball team 
looks to improve last season’s 
record from 15-13. Last year 
UMass Lowell finished seventh 
in the Northeast- 10 Conference 
(1 1 -11) in a three-way tie with 
Bryant College and Southern 
Connecticut State University. 

Four seniors mark the roster 
for the River Hawks. Head 
Coach Cathy O'Neil is looking 
to the ladies to guide the team 
beyond last year's results. 

“We'll be looking at the sen¬ 
iors this year to make the

Before the players even step 
foot on the court for regular 
season action, the UMass 
Lowell men’s basketball team 
will be looked upon as a fierce 
competitor.

At the Nov. 5 Northeast-10

Volleyball finishes No. 2 in NE-10 Tournament

The River Hawks were able to unseat 

Northeast-10 second ranked Bryant 
College, and gave number one Bentley 
College a run for their money, although 
Bentley overpowered them in the final 
championship set. 

While the Bentley-Lowell game was 
the most exciting match of the weekend 
tournament, the River Hawks took down 
two other NE-10 foes on the way to fac¬ 
ing Bentley. 

In their Friday night match-up, Lowell 
beat LeMoyne College 3-1. The River 
Hawks won the first two sets before giv¬ 
ing up the third set to their opponents. In 
a decisive fourth match, Lowell put away 
LeMoyne 30-14. Freshman Katye Larson 
led the team with 14 kills, and senior Erin 
Miller had 12 kills and 16 digs. Senior 
Jamie Guyer 12 kills and four blocks, and 
Stacey Graf had 19 digs. 


All four top-seeded teams advanced to 
Saturday’s semifinals with Bentley play¬ 
ing Pace and UMass playing Bryant. The 
River Hawks lost a home game earlier 
this season to Bryant, and were ranked 
number three behind Bryant at number 
two. 

In the first set Lowell pulled ahead 3-2 
and never lost the lead ending the set 23- 
30. In the second set, they kept fairly 
even with the Bulldogs, but things did 
not look good for Lowell as Bryant 
opened up a seven-point lead. Down 25- 
19, the River Hawks showed their true 
mettle, closing the gap and overcoming 
the Bulldog's set point to win the second 
set. 

In the third set UMass avenged its pre¬ 
vious loss to Bryant by cleaning up 30-18 
on Bryant’s home court. Miller led the 
team with 19 kills and 12 digs, while jun¬ 
ior Andrea Turner dished out 39 assists 
along with 15 digs and five kills. 

“We lost to them before and we were 


not going to lose to them again,” said 
freshman Julie Handy. We were on, and 
wewere placing our game." Coach Karen 
McNulty commented, “We didn’t have to 
motivate the team, they came in motivat¬ 
ed.” 

Progressing to the championship round 
the women faced Bentley who has not 
lost one of their last 40 regular or post¬ 
season conference games. Lowell was the 
only conference team that took them to a 
fifth set in regular season play. 

The River Hawks went down 19-30 
and 20-30 in the first two sets. 
Nonetheless, the River Hawks showed 
that they don’t give up, coming back to 
win the next two games 30-22 and 30-25. 
In the final championship set, Bentley 
initially led, but Lowell came back to tie 
the game 6-6. Bentley came back with a 
stunning nine straight points to win the 
final game 15-6.
